Now that sundry legislatures ere 
vieing with each other to aoe which 
can make their deaf-mute fa 
lite on th« leant money, withont re 
to the ineonveniencies, occasioned to 
all, ami serious loss to some, it may not 
be oat of the way to instance a few 
that ootne in for private benevoh 
The New York Institution is remark 
able for its bequests. Sums of five 
hundred or five and ten thousand dol- 
lars are annual experiences with it, 
and every one will rejoice to know this, 
and hope it may continue. The Clarke 
Institution, at Northampton, Mass., is 
an admirable instance of private benev- 
olence. Would that there were more 
and that it was not the only Inat 
on the same scale in this country. 
Mackay Institution, in Montreal, is the 
most recent instance of discriminative 
philanthropy, whereby the deaf of thai 
locality are greatly benefited. The 
Ohio Institution has received the 
larger portion of $20,000, a recent be- 
quest, and will doubtless use item' 
well. 

The general public is too prone to 
lose eight of the fact that these insti- 
tutions are purely educational j the 
mischievous practice of calling t 
asylums, in the newspapers 
where, helps to strengthen this fallacy. 
Asylum, infirmary, el cetera, are glar- 
ing misnomers, and we repudiate them 
and every deduction therefrom. We 

in the privileges and endowments ; and 
we mention these things to show that 
institutions for the deaf are no ex 
eeptions in the claims to the good will 
of those benevolent in the cause of 
education.
